After he has had a hearing, Presi­ 
dent Coolidge will ask him to resign 
on the advice of his closest political 
lieutenants. 
From official sources it was learn­ 
ed today that this is the president’s 
present intention regarding the a t­ 
torney general, who left W ashington 
with dramatic suddenness yesterday, 
leaving behind him a defy to his 
enemies, in which he said: 
“ It is not my intention to even 
consider tendering my resignation as 
attorney general until after a bare 
hearing on charges preferred against * 
me.” 
W hether Daugherty will be Inves­ 
tigated by a senate committee under 
the Wheeler resolution, or called to 
the bar of the senate in 
impeach­ 
ment proceedings, is to be decided 
today.

“ I will Issue a statem ent Indicat­ 
ing my position in this connection, 
as soon as I have read some 
tele­ 
grams I am expecting from W ashing­ 
ton,” Daugherty said, referring to re­ 
ports that he was about to resign 
from President Coolidge’s cabinet. 
After a hasty conference at the 
district attorney’s office, Daugherty 
will take a train for Miami, Florida, 
where his wife is ill.

AGREE TO SUPPORT THE LONG 
WORTH COMPROMISE ON MAXI­ 
MUM SURTAX RATES 
(By United Pre**) 
Washington, Feb. 28. — Pro­ 
gressive forces in the house to­ 
day shifted suddenly and agreed 
to join administration leaders 
in a compromise to make the tax 
•ill a “republican’’ measure, if 
their demands for normal in­ 
come tax rates are met. 
At a conference of the progressive 
bloc it was agreed to support the 
Longworth compromise of 37% per 
cent as the maximum surtax rates if 
the leaders would yield to a 6 per cent 
normal rate on incomes between $4,000 
and $8,000 instead of 6 per cent as 
Longworth proposed. 
Republican Leader Longworth will 
meet the progressive leaders later to­ 
day, lf the compromises are effected. 
The Garner democratic rates will be 
knocked out of the bill on the final 
.ole tomorrow. 
The 
Longworth 
compromise pro­ 
vides for a flat 25 per cent cut In In­ 
come rates. 
The maximum rate of 
37% per cent is on incomes of $200,000 
or more. The Garner maximum is 44 
per rent on Incomes over $94,#90. 
Explaining the sudden 
switch of 
he progressives. Representative Nel­ 
son. Wisconsin, said it was done in 
the Interest of “party solidarity” and 
t desire to raise sufficient revenue for 
the moldier bonus.

the Old Testament, has been found 
by the Joint expedition of the Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania Museum arid 
the British M u s e u m near Ur of the 
ChaldeeH, Dr, George B. Gordon, dir­ 
ector of tho university museum, be­ 
lieves. 
He expressed the belief to­ 
day th at Nebuchadnezzar’s temple, 
which the expedition hax unearthed, 
is identical with the golden calf tem­ 
ple. 
The Bible story of this temple, in 
the book of Daniel, relates how three 
Israelite brothers, refusing to wor- 
Hhlp the golden image of a calf er­ 
ected by King Nebuchadnezzar, were 
cast Into a fiery furnace but emerged 
unharmed. 
From photographs of the excavated 
temple and other data recently re- 
cHvc'1 from the expedition, Dr. Gor­ 
don deduce* that this temple is the 
one mentioned in the Bible. 
Among 
the pictures are some which Dr. Gor­ 
don believes show drain pipes which 
were used to carry off the blood of 
animals sacrificed before the golden 
image.

AGREE TO SUPPORT THE LONG­ 
WORTH COMPROMISE ON MAXI­ 
MUM SURTAX RATES

W ashington, Feb. 28. — Pro­ 
gressive forces in the house to­ 
day shifted suddenly and agreed 
to join adm inistration leaders 
in a compromise to make the tax 
bill a “republican” m easure, if 
their demands for norm al in­ 
come tax rates are met. 
At a conference of the progressive 
bloc it was agreed to support th® 
Longworth compromise of 37*4 Per 
cent as the maximum surtax rates if 
the leaders would yield to a 5 per cent 
normal rate on incomes between $4,000 
and $8,000 instead of 6 per cent as 
Longworth proposed. 
Republican Leader Longworth will 
meet the progressive leaders later to 
day, if the compromises are effected 
The Garner democratic rates will be 
knocked out of the bill on the final 
vote tomorrow.

City market has been unusually mocccssful, according to Mr.

Already 1,200 stores are handling the butter on a regu­ 
lar basis. 
Last week the association begun handling eggs for 
cooperative c r e a m e r i e s in the vicinity of the Twin Cities and this 
week will distribute cheese made by the Twin City Milk Produc­ 
ers’ association, thus completing its line of dairy products. 
Sales Of sweet cream butler are being made on the basis of 
quality, rather than price. 
The Farmers Cooperative Creamery 
association of Brainerd has decided to start grading cream March 
I and will make a d i f f e r e n c e of five cents per pound for butterfat 
between sweet and sour cream. 
All patrons desiring to get the 
sweet cream price must deliver their cream sweet on either Mon­ 
day, Wednesday or friday before 2 p. rn.

Last week the association began handling eggs for 
cooperative creameries in the vicinity of the Twin Cities and fhis 
week will distribute cheese made by the Twin City Milk Produc­ 
ers’ association, thus completing its line of dairy products. 
Sales of sweet cream butter are being made on the basis of 
quality, rather than price. 
The Farmers Cooperative Creamery 
association of Brainerd has decided to start grading cream March 
I and will make a difference of live cents per pound for butterfat 
between sweet and sour cream. 
All patrons desiring to get the 
sweet cream price must deliver their cream sweet on either Mon­ 
day, Wednesday or Friday before 2 p. rn.

them he was sure to succeed. The ani­ 
mals which were successful hunters 
themselves were the objects of rever­ 
ence, and the Indian was careful to 
Invoke their ald, that his own pursuit 
might he as fortunate as theirs. 
The hunter, when he struck a frail, 
took a forked twig and placed It In 
front of a footprint, with the fork 
opening backward.
